Terminal Disclaimer 

The Terminal Disclaimer filed on January 18, 2007 has been approved. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 

- In claim 3, line 1, "regii/a tor" after "the exhaust pressure" has been 
replaced by - regulation means - (for consistency of claims). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or renders obvious the claimed combination of a method for providing 
stress-limited engine braking control a turbo-compound type internal combustion engine 
and a turbo-compound type internal combustion engine having an exhaust system for 
ducting the engine's exhaust gases and including a supercharger turbine that drives a 
compressor for combustion air to the engine; an exhaust turbine located in the 
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exhaust system downstream of the supercharger turbine and configured to extract 

residual energy from an exhaust flow of the engine, via transmission to the 

combustion engine's crank shaft; the exhaust system further comprises an exhaust 

braking throttle placed downstream of the exhaust turbine; and the exhaust braking 

throttle comprising: 

" Regarding claim 1: 

a pressure-controlled exhaust pressure regulation means for enabling 
variable regulation of an exhaust braking pressure in at least one through-put 
setting in addition to steps "off' and "on," the exhaust pressure regulation 
means being provided with means for adapting the exhaust braking 
pressure to the engine speed. 


Regarding claim 10: 

variably controlling the configuration of the exhaust braking throttle 
utilizing a pressure-controlled exhaust pressure regulator that causes variable 
configuration of the exhaust braking throttle in dependence upon the currently 
occurring engine speed. "

operating an internal combustion engine with an exhaust gas turbocharger and a useful 
turbine. 

- Hakansson (Pub. Number DE 197 43 751 Al) discloses a turbo-compound 
combustion engine for motor vehicle..
